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Sec. 1.  Section 15-121-A1 of the Regulations of Connecticut State Agencies is amended by 
adding subsection (n) to subsection (p) as follows:  
 
(NEW) (n) "marine dealer" means a person engaged in the business of manufacturing, selling or 
repairing new or used vessels.  
(NEW) (o) "marine engine manufacturer" means a person engaged in the business of 
manufacturing, selling or repairing marine engines. 
(NEW) (p)  "marine surveyor" means a person who is certified by the National Association of 
Marine Surveyors or accredited by the Society of Accredited Marine Surveyors and who is 
engaged in the business of inspection, survey or examination of vessels or associated 

equipment to assess, monitor and report on the condition of the vessel or associated 
equipment.
